strikes at the heart of the common- 
wealth. 
In every public service, as 


In every army, there will bo wrong- 
doers, there will occur 
misdeeds. 


This cannot bo avoided; but vigilant 
watch must bo kept, and as Boon as 
discovered tho wrongdoing must be 
stopped and tho wrongdoers punish- 
ed. 
Remember that In popular gov- 


ernment wo must rely on tho people 
themselves, alike for tho punishment 
and tho reformation. 
Thoso upon 


whom our institutions cast tho Ini- 
tial duty of bringing malefactors to 
the bar of Justice must bo 
diligent 


In Its discharge; yet In the last re- 
sort the success of their efforts
